and the husband of

woman she 
Wiled. 
Roberts says lie and 
Miss 
Lusk “were merely good friends.” 
Calla at Roberts* Home 
Tilt* 
shooting 
occurred 
in 
Miss 
L usk’s home. 
Dr. Roberts and ilia 
wife returned Tuesday from Boston, 
where they attended a meeting of 
breeders of fine cattle. 
Shortly after­ 
ward, Miss Lusk called at their home 
but they were out. 
Miss Lusk then is believed to have 
made an appointment with Mrs. Rob­ 
erts for the latter to come to the 
home of Miss 
Blanca 
Mills, 
where 
Miss Lusk has lived the four years 
slie lias been a teacher of psychology 
in tile local high school. 
Mrs. Roberts 
kept the alleged appointm ent late yes­ 
terday 
Not long after the two women began 
their talk. Miss Lusk left the room. 
Mrs. Roberts hurried to the telephone 
and called her husband. 
Summons Her Husband 
"I want you to come here at once." 
slie said. 
Dr. Roberts summoned Dr. 
R. FL Davies and together they went 
to Miss Mills’ home. 
They found Mrs. 
Roberts lying 
in 
I lie 
parlor, fatally 
wounded. 
Dr. R oberts remained with 
his wife while Dr. Davies started in 
aearcli of Miss Lusk. 
He found her 
half way up the stairs to her room, 
her dress covered with blood, where 
she had shot herself. 
As they started upward, she flour­ 
ished a revolver and drove them back. 
Police Chief McKay arrived. 
Miss 
Lusk ran into her room and slammed 
the door. 
There was a report. 
They 
found her on the floor, bleeding from 
two wounds. 
She was taken to a hos­ 
pital. 
She moaned over and over. “ I 
love him and he is a coward; he left 
me to suffer." 
In Miss Lusk's room was found a 
note she had w ritten after slie had 
shot herself the first time. 
It read: 
Death Message 
“The (apse of this is a man who 
said he loved me. ’ 
A typewritten letter, addressed to 
Mrs. Roberts was also found. 
It evidently was w ritten while Miss 
Lusk was a guest in a Chicago hotel 
years ago. 
In part, it read: 
“ It has been a desire with me for a 
long time to tell you frankly about the 
state of affairs between Dr. Roberts 
and myself. 
I iiave asked him repeat­ 
edly to tell you the story, but you seem 
to have him paralyzed. 
You 
must 
have known for a long time that your 
husband’s affections have passed from 
you; that he cared for some one else. 
That is sufficient for annulment of any 
m arriage vow that was ever given. 
Keeps Details Hidden 
"In the eternal triangle our souls re­ 
quire for their solution the elimination 
of one character. 
The two who re­ 
main are the two whose affection is 
mutual. There is no use in my telling 
you the details of our ’case.' 
“It has wrecked my life and those 
who are dear to me." 
Letters which Miss Lusk addressed 
to her parents a few days ago may set 
forth the entire history of the case. 
They will not be opened until the par­ 
ents arrive from Mosinee, Wis., late 
today, the district attorney asserted.

WASHINGTON, Ju n e 22.— Police to­ 
day put an end to suffrage picketing 
of the W hite House. 
Following two d a y s’ 
n ear 
rioting. 
Major Pullman issued 
strict 
orders 
against perm itting 
the 
m ilitants to 
flaunt their banners, or to 6tand be­ 
fore the W hite House. 
Pullman served 
formal notice on 
the women at 9:30 th a t they could not 
continue their picketing. 
Then he 
strung a line of patrolm en and police 
women from suffrage headquarters a 
block away from th e W hite House up 
to and along the avenue on which the 
mansion fronts. 
“The period of leniency has passed,” 
he told the United P ress a fte r issuing 
this order, 
Shortly after issuance of the order, 
three patrolmen and two policewom­ 
en. after trying peacefully to dissuade 
Miss Lucy Burns, m ilitant leader, and 
Miss Catherine Morey of Boston from 
unfurling a big yellow b a n n er before 
th e W hite House gates, a rrested them 
and took them to headquarters. 
Cling to Banner 
T he women clung desperately 
to 
their yellow b a n n er bearing a quota­ 
tion from one of P resid en t Wilson’s 
speeches on dem ocracy. 
“ You must m ove on,” said the pa­ 
trolman. 
“ You c a n ’t stan d here with 
that standard.” 
The two policewom en then stepped 
up and argued for 
a 
m om ent with 
Miss Burns. 
“W ou ld n ’t 
you 
rather 
give up the b an n er and move on, then 
be taken in?” 
"You can ’t tak e aw ay this banner; 
it’* 
private 
p roperty,” 
said 
Miss 
Burns. 
“W e will keep it; it is private 
and we have the rig h t to stand here. 


Our position is logical and constitu­ 
tional. 
Yours is illogical and uncon­ 
stitutional.” 
The second policewoman tried 
to 
get Miss Morey, a frail, little girl, to 
give up the fight. 
"No, I won’t,” she snapped, 
her 
face growing pale. “ You have no right 
to do this.” 
The two policewomen took the suf­ 
fragists and their b anner in charge. 
Sensations in Prospect

Tile orders against picketing came 
as a direct result of conferences be­ 
tween Pullman, Inspector G rant and 
Miss Alice Paul, slim, frail leader of 
the "cause.” 
Ju s t what she told the officials was 
not made public imm ediately, though 
there were suggestions that her re­ 
marks “were such as to startle the 
I nation.” 
Pullm an’s talk with Miss Paul was 
over the telephone.
